Tux ſecond Claſs of the Diſcaſed that we 
attended during the Courſe of this fatal Sick- 
nels, contains ſuch as at firſt had the Shiver.

G ſaborious, or great and rare, without 
oughing or Pain; Loathings; Vomitings, 
bilious, g greeniſh, blackiſn, bloody; the Courſes 
of the Belly of the ſame Sort, but Without 
any Tenſion or Pain; Ravings, or phrenetick 
Deliria ; the Urine frequently natural, ſome- 
times troubled; blackiſh, whitiſh, or bloody; 
the Sweat, which ſcldom ſmelt badly, and 
which was far from giving Eaſe to the Sick, 
that it always weakned them; in certain 
Caſcs Hemorrhages, which, however mode- 
rate, have been always fatal; a great Decay 
in the Strength, and above all, an Appre- 
henſion fo ſtrong of dying, that theſe poor 
Creatures, were incapable of any Comfort, 
and looked on themſelves, from the firſt Mo- 
ment of thcir being attacked, as deſtined to 
certain Death. But that which deſerves to 
be well obſerved, and which has always 
ſeemed to charàcteriſe and diſtinguiſh this 
Diſeaſe from all others, is, that almoſt all had

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at the Beginning, or in the Progreſs of this 
Diſtemper, very painful Buboes, ſituated 
commonly below the Groin, ſometimes in 
the Groin or Arm-pits, or in the Parotide, 
Maxillar, or jugular Glands; as t 
Carbuncles, eſpecially on the Arms, Legs 
Thighs, ſmall, white, livid, black Pulles, 
diſperſed over all the Surface of the Body. 


Ir was very rare to ſee any of the diſeaſed 
of this Second Claſs eſcape, though they ſup- 
ported themſelves a little longer than thoſe 
of the preceding ; they periſhed almoſt all 
with the Marks of a gangren'd Inflammati- 
on, eſpecially in the Brain and Thorax; and 
that which was moſt fingular is, that the Trang 
gcr, fatter, fuller, and more vigorous 1 
were, the leſs we had to hope. 


As to the Remedies, they bore Bleeding 
no better than thoſe of the Firſt Claſs; at 
leaſt if they were not blooded at the very 
firſt Inſtant of their being taken Sick: It was 
evidently hurtful to em; they grew pale, and 
fell even in the time of their firſt Bleeding, 
or a little while after, into ſuch Faintings,

ALL Emeticks, if we except Tpecacuanha, 
were very often more hurtful than uſeful; 
cauſing ſuch fatal Irritations and Exceſſes in 


operating, as we could neither moderate or 


Tax Catharticks that were a little ſtrong 
and active, were attended with the ſame In- 
conveniences. 

SUCH as we preſcribed in the Form of a 
laxative Ptifan, as well as plentiful Draughts, 
that were diluting, nitrous, cooling, and gen- 
tly alexiterial, gave ſome Relief, but did not 
hinder the Return of the Symptoms. 


ALL Cordials and Sudorificks, if they 
were not ſoft, gentle and benign, did nothing 


but promote the Progreſs of the inward In- 
flammations.

THIRD CLASS. 

Tux Third Claſs contains the two pre- 
ceding; ſeeing we have attended, during the 
Courſe of this terrible Sickneſs, a great Num- 
ber of Perſons that have been attacked ſuc- 
ceſſively with the different Symptoms enu- 
merated in the two former Claſles, in ſuch a 
manner, that the moſt part of the Signs de- 
ſcribed in the Second, were commonly the 
Forcrunners of thoſe which we have men- 
tioned in the Firſt ; and the appearing of theſe 


latter Symptoms denounced an approaching 
Death. 


IN theſe ſorts of Caſes we varied our Me- 
thod according to the diverſity of Indications, 
or of the moſt urgent Symptoms ; ſo that 
without our being obliged to enter into far- 
ther Particulars, a Judgment may be-formed 
of the Event of this Malady, and of the Suc- 
ceſs of the Remedies, from what we before 

obtery cd on the Subject of the diſcaſed of 
the” two preceding Claſſes. 


B 
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BEFORE we paſs on to the Fourth Claſs, 
we believe it will not be improper to ob- 
ſerve, that a very great Number of different 
Kinds of diſeaſed Perſons contained in the 
preceding, had very moderate Symptoms, 
whoſe Force and Malignity appeared to be 
much leſs, than in thoſe of the ſame Acci- 
dents daily obſerved in inflammatory Fevers, 
or in the moſt common putrid ones, or in 
thoſe that are vulgarly called Malignant, if we. 
except the Signs of Fear or Deſpair, which 
were Extream, or in the higheſt Degree; in- 
ſomuch, that of the great Number of infected 
Perſons who have periſhed, there were very 
few, who at the yery firſt Moment of their 
being ſcized, did not imagine themſelves loſt 
without Relicf, whatever Pains wc took to 
encourage them : And though many amongſt 
them ſeemed to us, before the firſt Acceſs of 
the Diſtemper, to be of a firm and courage- 
ous Diſpoſition of Mind, and reſolute under 
all Events, yet as ſoon as they felt the firſt 
Strokes, it was ealy to know by their Looks, 
and their Diſcourſes, that they were convin-, 
ced that their Sickneſs was Incurable and Mor- 
tal, even at the Time when ncither the 
Pulſe, nor the Tongue, nor the Diſorder in 
the Head, nor the Colour of the Face, nor 
the Diſpoſition of the Mind, nor laſtly, the.

FouRTH CLASS. 


Tur fourth Claſs contains the Diſeaſed 
attacked with the fame Symptoms with thoſe 
of the ſecond, but theſe forts of Accidents 
feſſened or diſappeared the ſecond or third 
Day of themſelves, or in Confequence of the 
Effects of the internal Remedies, and at the 
fame time in Proportion to the remarkable 
Eruption of the Abos and Carbuncles in 
which the noxious Ferment that was diſpet- 
fed through the whole Maſs, ſeemed to be 
collected together; ſo that the Tumours ri- 
fing from Day to Day, at length being open, 
and coming to a Suppuration, the Infected 
efcaped the Danger that threatned them, pro- 
vided they had ſome Aſſiſtance. 


Tusk happy Events have determined 
us to redouble our Care during the whole 
Courſe of this Sickneſs, to accelerate, as much 
as the State of the Patient. will admit, the 
Eruption, Elevation, Opening, and Sappu-

Maſs of Blood, from the fatal Ferment that 
corrupts it; aiding Nature by a good Regi- 
men, and by ſuch cathartick, cordial, and 
ſudorifick Medicines, as are proper in the 
preſent Condition and Temperature of the 
Sick. 


Fi fH and LAST CLass. 


TH1s Fifth and Laſt Claſs contains all 
ſuch infected Perſons, as without perceiving 
any Emotion, or there appearing any Trou- 
ble or Leſion of their natural Function, have 
Buboes and Carbuncles, which riſc by little 
and little, and eaſily turn to Surpuration, be- 
coming ſometimes ſcirrhous, or which is more 
rare, diſſipate inſenſibly, without leaving any 
bad Effect behind them; ſo that without any 
loſs of Strength, and without changing their 
manner of Living, theſe infected Perſons 
went about the Streets and publick Places, 
only uſing themſelves a ſimple Plaiſter, or 
asking of the Phyſicians and Surgeons ſuch 
Remedies as are neceſſary to theſe ſorts of 
ſuppurating or ſcirrhous Tumours. 


Tas 
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Tur Number of the infected contained 
in the two laſt Claſſes, were ſo conſiderable, 
that one may affirm, without any exaggera- 
tion, that more than fifteen or twenty Thou- 
ſand Perſons were found in theſe ſorts of 
Caſes; and if the Diſtemper had not often 
taken this turn, there would not have been 
left in this City the fourth Part of Its Inha- 
bitants. 


W may very well admit a Sixth Claſs 
of ſuch as we have ſcen pcriſh without any 
Forerunner, or othet manifcſt Hurt, than 
only a decay in Strength; and who being ask. 
ed concerning their Condition, anſwered, that 
they were not ſenſible of any Diſorder, which 
for the moſt part denoted a deſperate Caſe, and 
an approaching Death; but the Number of 
theſe were very ſmall in Compariſon of ſuch 
as made up the preceding Claſſes. 


BEes1DEs all theſe Obſervations, it has 
happened that amongſt ſo great a Number of 
infected Perſons, we have ſeen many parti 
cular Caſes, wherein, contraty to our Expec- 
tation, and all the Appearance of Reaſon, the 
Sick have periſhed or recovered ; but we are 
of Opinion that it would be uſeleſs to relate 
them here, and to give of them a long and 

| tedious 
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tedious Account ; being moreover perſuaded 
that theſe Sorts of particular Events can 
ſerve as no ſure Rule to form a Prognoſtick, 
or how to proceed in the like Diſtemper. It 
is therefore more proper to keep to the Ob- 
ſervations we have made, and that the rather, 
ſince they are found conformable to thoſe 
of our Collegues who have laboured in con- 
cert with us in this ſo painful and dange- 
rous Work; and who have always profeſſed 
to relate what they have ſeen and obſerved 
themſelves, without ſuffering themſelves to 
be prejudiced by all the Reports that a vain 
Credulity, a popular Superſtition, the Boaſt- 
ings of Empericks, and the Greedineſs of 
making Profit by the publick Calamity, have 
ſpread through this City. 


To conclude, the Medicines we have 
made uſe of are ſuch, whoſe Efficacy and 
manner of Operation, are gencrally acknow- 
ledged by a long Experience, to be adapted 
to ſatisfy all the Indications reported above; 
having moreover not neglected certain pre- 
tended Specificks, ſuch as the ſolar Powder, 
the mineral Kernes, Elixirs, and other alexi- 
terial Preparations, as have been communi- 
cated to us by charitable and well- diſpoſed 
Perſons; but Expericnce itſelf has convinced 


us, that all theſe particular Remedies are at 
C the 
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the moſt uſeful only to remove ſome cer. 
tain Accidents, when at the fame time they 
are often noxious in a great many. others, 
and by conſequence incapable to cure a Diſ- 
caſe characteriſed by a Number of different

FRAAVING finiſhd the preceding 
I: by Relation the "Tenth of November, 
and applying to the Magiſtratcs 

to procure Writers to copy a ſuffi- 
cient Number, to ſatisfie the Deſires of all 
the Perſons who have done us the Honour to 
conſult us on this Subject, thoſe Gentlemen 
replied, that by rcaſon they could not get 
Tranſcribers enow , they would willingly 
take upon themſelves the Care of having it 
printed; ſo that we have accepted their Of- 
fer, being perſuaded that it is the ſhorteſt and 
moſt commodious Expedient to anſwer to 
all the Conſultations that we reccive from all 
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Quarters on this Subject; but having reflected 
that this ſame Relation would be of no Uſe 
but to Perſons of the Faculty who are in- 
ſtructed and experienced in the Knowledge 
and Cure of Diſcaſes, we have thought pro- 
per to add here an Abſtract of the different 
Methods which we have made uſe of in 
treating the different Kinds of diſeaſed 
Perſons contained in the five Claſſes menti— 
oned above; preſuming that they may be of 
Service to the young Phyſicians and Surgeons 
that are actually engaged in looking after in- 
fected Perſons in divers Places of this Pro- 
vince. And we arc the more readily deter- 
mined to give this ſmall Inſtruction to the 
Publick ; ſince Monſ. LERBRE x, firſt Preſi- 
dent of the Parliament, and Intendant of this 
Province, a Gentleman zcalous for its Pre- 
ſervation, and very active in his A ſſiſtance in 
this time of Calamity, has done us the Ho- 
nour frequently to ask of us an exact Ac- 
count of the Treatment of this Malady. 


The Method uſed in treating the Sick 
of the Firſt Clafs. 
Ir we afford but the leaſt Attention to the 


Nature of the Symptoms related in the 
firſt Claſs, that is to fav, to the ſmall, un- 


equal, and concentrated Pulte ; to the Shiver- 


ings; 
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ings; to the univerſal Chillineſs, eſpecially in 
the extreme Parts, and to the almoſt conti- 
nual Sickneſs at the Stomach ; to thoſe Lead- 
coloured, diſmal and cadaverous Faces; it 
will be very caſy to judge, that we have no- 
thing to do in this Caſe, but to preſcribe the 
moſt active and generous Cordials; ſuch as 
are Venice Treacle, Diaſcordium, the Extract 
of Juniper Berries, the Lilium; the Confec- 
tion of Hyacinth, of Alkermes; the Elixirs 
drawn from Subſtances that abound the moſt 
in a volatile Salt; the Treacle Waters, thoſe 
of Juniper Berries of Carmes; the volatile 
Salts of Vipers, of Armoniack, of Harts- 
horn ; the Balms the moſt ſpirituous ; in one 
Word, all that is capable to animate, excite 
and ſtrengthen; augmenting, doubling, and 
cven tripling their ordinary Doſe, according 
as the Caſe ſhall be more or leſs preſſing. 


ALL theſe Remedies, and others of the 
ſame Nature, are without doubt very proper 
to animate and raiſe the almoſt extinguiſhed 
Strength of theſe poor ſick Perſons; never- 
theleſs we have with Grief ſeen almoſt all of 
them periſh on a ſudden, which preſently 
confirmed us in the Opinion generally re- 
ceived, that the Malignity of the peſtilential 
Ferment is of a Force ſuperior to all Reme- 
dies; but as we have alſo ſeen them ſucceed

out any Relief, one is, I ſay, well convinced 
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in (ome particular Caſes, there is Room to 


preſume, and one is but too much convinced 0 
of it by fatal Experience, that the Deſertion I an.

that ail theſe Cauſes have not leſ contributed 
than the Violence of the Diſcaſe, to the 
ſudden Deſtruction of ſo great a Nuniber off 7 
the Sick, not only of this et Class, bur al- 
to of the following; ſccing that in Propor- 
tion as this mortal Fear at rhe Contagion is 
diminiſhed; and that one is mutually aftitted, 
that the Hopes and Courage of the People 
are returned; that, in one Word, the good 
Order is re- eſtabliſned in this City by the 
Authority, Firmneſs and Vivilance of ttc 
Chevalier 4e LANCERON, by the ct Cre 
of the Governor, and by the conttant at e 
fatigable Endcayours of the Sherifts ; Hug 
behcld the Progreſs and Violence of hu 
rible Scourge to diminiſh inſenſibly, and w2 
have been more tucccſsfulin curing the infecte. 


RETURNING then to the Method propo- 
fed to treat the ſick Perſons of this Firſt Claſs, 
ſup⸗ 
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ſuppoſing that by the Remedies nrentioned, 
we wete able to revive their dying Forces, 
and to diſengage them from the - ſad Condi- 
tion deſcribed above, it would remain to exa- 
mine with Attention the new Changes and 
Accidents that would- ariſe, which according 
to our Obſeryations, may be reduced to ſome 
of thoſe we have related under the following 
Claſſes, and ought by conſequence to be treat- 
ed by ſome of the Methods which we ſhall 
now deliver. 


The Method uſed m treating the Suck 
of the Second Claſs. 


TRE Treatment of the Sick of this Se- 
cond Claſs has muck more employed us than 
the preceding, in reſpect to the Multiplicity 
and Variety of Accidents that offer at the ſame 
time ſeveral Indications to ſatisfy. 


ALL theſe Indications, however, may be 
reduced to two principal ones, which de- 
mand the greater Attention and Prudence, 
ſince they are oppoſite; for we have obſerv- 
ed in the ſame Patient a ſtrange mixture of 
Tenſion and Relaxation, of Shivering and 
Heat, of Agitation and Sinking; inſomuch, 
that we were obliged conſtantly to endea- 
vour at the expulſion of the noxious Fer- 

ments 
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ments lodged in the prime Viæ, ot diſper- 
ſed through the whole Maſs of Blood, with- 
out exaſperating them at the ſame time; or 
to corre and leſſen their Action, without 
weakening the Patient. We ought, for Ex- 
ample, to vomit or purge without irritating 
or exhauſting ; to procure a free Perſpirati- 
on or Sweating, without too much animat- 
ing or inflaming ; to fortify without augment- 
ing the Heat contraryto Nature; laſtly, to dilute 
and temperate without overcharging or relax- 
ing. And this is what we have endeavoured 
to execute by the following Method. 


SUPPOSE that we were called at the Bc- 
ginning, and before the Patient was exhauſt- 
ed, we ſhould order immediately a Medi- 
cine proper to cleanſe the Stomach, that is 
to ſay, a gentle Vomit, ſuch as is the Tpe- 
cacuanha, in a Doſe proportioned to the Age 
and Temperature of the ſick Perſon, to be 
taken in a little Broth or common Water; 
we have ſeldom uſed the Emetick Tartar 
or Vinum Benediffum, for fear of too great 
Irritations, unleſs we had to do with very 
robuſt and plethorick Bodies, or that ſome 
particular Accident ſeemed to demand them; 
we promoted the Operation of the Medicine 
by a large quantity of warm Water, or of Tea, 
or a Decoction of Carduns — | 

| HE 
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THr Effect of this firſt Medicine being 
commonly a leſſening of the Strength, we 
ehdeavouret to fortify, by fome gentle Cot- 
dial, eſpecially by Yenice Treack and Dia- 
ſcordium, by reaſon they are proper to. pte- 
vent or ſtop - an ovcr-working of the Vo- 
mit. 

To theſe two Remedies ſuceeed mode- 
rate and diluting Catharticks, to cleanſe a- 
way withour irritating the Load of groſs Hu- 
mours which may hindcr the Acton of 
the other Medicines, or prevent their free 
Paſſage into the Veſſels: Theſe Purges are 
laxative Ptiſans, made with Sena and Cry- 
ſtal Mineral, ordered in Phials; the De- 
coction of Famarinds, or vulnary Infuſtons, 
wherein arc diſſolyed Manna and Sal Pru- 
nel; the Diluta-Caſſiz ; Syrupus de Chi- 
choreo cum Rhab. ; to which then ſuc- 
ceed the Cordials and gentle Alexiphar- 
macks, for the Reaſons given above; 
chat is to ſay, to fortify, and to- ſtop tlie 
Over-purgings, which would infallibly eauſe 
ſome fatal Weakneſs: And ſuppoſing that 
the Venice Treacle and Diaſcordium were 
inſufficient to anſwer this laſt Indication, 
we would add fealed Earth, Coral, Bole- 
Armoniack, which we would render ſtill 
more efficacious in Caſes of Neceſſity, N 
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the mixture of ſome Drops of liquid Lauda- 
num, which has been of ſervice in many 
Caſes, not only in ſtopping the immoderate 
Evacuations, but even in the want of Slcep, 
phrenetick Deliria, Hemorrhages, and other 
Symptoms of the ſame ſort. 


THE Solar Powder of Hamburgh, the 
Mineral Kermes, and other Remedies that 
have been communicated to us with great 
Commendations, have been alſo uſed, both 
as Emeticks and Catharticks; and have 
ſometimes with ſucceſs, anſwered both thoſe 
Indications: And at the ſame time, in ſome 
certain Caſes, we obſerved they promoted 
Sweat and Perſpiration; but as We have al- 
ready remarked, they have always ſeemed 
to us inſufficient to perform the Work of a 
radical Cure, in a Diſtemper characteriſed by 
divers eſſential Symptoms. oo 


FoR what relatcs to Sudorificks, as ſoon 
as we perceive the leaſt Diſpoſition to a free 
Tranſpiration or Sweating,'in what time ſo- 
ever of the Sickneſs it happens, we have 
taken care to make uſe of them, and that 
the rather, by reaſon ſome infected Perſons 
have eſcaped by this Method: Nor are we 
ignorant how this ſort of Criſis is recom- 
mended as very Salutary by all the .

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that have wrote of the Plague We have 
had therefore Recourſe to ſome of the Cor- 
dials mentioned above, and particularly the 
Venice Treacle and Diaſcordium; to which 
may be added the Powder of Vipers, 
Diaphoretick Antimony, Oriental Saffron, 
Camphirt, &c. promoting the Effect of 
theſe Medicines by the repeated Draughts 
of Tea, the 4 infaſons of Hit er- 
land, the Waters of Scabious, Carduus Be- 
Janie Berries, of Scordium, Rue, 

„and others, recommended for 
pu from the Center to. the Circumfe- 
rence; that is to ſay, to depurate the Mats 
of Humours by the way of inſenſible Per- 
ſpiration without too mucli Emotion; ob- 
ſerving: always, that the Patients are not of a 
too dry and hot; Conſtitution, or that in 
forwarding too much this Sort of Criſis, they 
do not fall into ſome fatal Weakneſs.

ALL ths Remedies: 1 made uſe

Conſternation, and the Deſpair, do not fui- 
-pend their Action: And we could, if the 
Time would permit, give ſaveral Inſtances 
of ſuch, as being . by their Hopes, 
Courage, and Firmneſt , havc experienced 
tie good and wholſome Effects thercof: S0 
that Nature being thereby :firengrhened, 
comfotted, and frecd in part, of the noxi- 
uus Ferment that oppreſſed; her; and above

mention d in the two preceeding Claſſes; 0 


that they ſuceceded mutually cach other, and 


the Symptoms related in the ſecond? Clats, 
were the Forerunners of thoſe deſcribed in 
the firſt; whence it is caſy to judge that we 
to do but to uſe ſucceſſive- 


Obſervation that we thought fit to inſert be- 
tween the third and fourth Claſs, and in 
which it is ſhown, that ſeveral infected Per- 
ſons peri ſned in a very ſhort Time with Sym- 
ptoms very moderate, or much leſs violent 
than what we generally obſerve the ſame 
Symptoms to be in malignant or common 
putrid Fevers. This Obſervation, I ſay, may 
inſtruct us, that this Sort of infected Perſons 
in whom often there only appear a ſmall 
Weakneſs, and a very great Conſternation, 
RO as much Care as thoſe in whom the

FOURTH CLASS 


Wir have nothing here to do, but to caſt 
our Eyes back, on what we have ſaid above, 
relating to the Accidents that characteriſe 
and terminate the Plague, in order to judge 
chat this Method ſhould * ˖·ò%B turn on 
the Manner of treating the Buboes or. Car- 
buncles. The Symptoms, it is true, that ap- 
pear at the Beginning in the Diſeaſed of this 
Claſs, are ncarly the ſame with thoſe that 
ſhow themſelves in the ſick Perſons of the 
ſecond Claſs; ſo we immediately employꝰd 
the Remedies proper to oppoſe them, ſuch 
as are the gentle Emeticks, the diluting Ca- 
tharticks and Sudorificks of the ſame ſort, 
according to the Indications that ariſe, ob- 
ſerving however a very exact Regimen. But 
tlie Deſtiny of the Infected, depending prin- 
cipally, as we: have remarked already, on 
the large Emption, and laudable Suppuration 
of the Bubocs and Carbuncles, theſe Sorts 
of Tumours have been always the Objects of 
| Our 
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our chief Care and Attention. And ſince 
theſe Tumours have conſtantly appeared in 
the Sick of this fourth Claſs, and in thoſe of 
the preceeding, the Method which we are 
going to propoſe for their Management, 
ought to be conſider'd, as common to all 
the Claſſes. 


The Method uſed in the Treatment of 
e Buboes. | 


THESE Tumours were ordinarily fitua- 
ted in the Groin, and often below it, .chief- 
ly fwelling the lymphatick Glands, placed 
near the crural Veſſels; they appcared alſo 
pretty frequently under the Arm: pits, parti - 
cularly under the pectoral Muſcle, as alſo 
in the Glands behind and below the Ears, in 
the Jugular, and under the Chin. 1 


THE Buboes witli which the Sick of the 
former Claſſes were attack' d, often appear- 
ed at the Beginning of the Diſtemper, chiefſy 
in the Groin and Arm-pits, ſmall at firſt, 
deep and exceeding painful, that one could 
ſcarce touch or handle them, without cau- 
ſing a very uneaſy Senſation; theſe for the 
moſt Part made no other Alteration in the 
Skin, but by ſwelling it, as they grew big- 
ger, towards the End they became indolent. 

| IN 
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Ix what Time ſoever of the Diſtemper 
theſe Sorts of Tumours appeared, we attack- 
ed them without any Delay, unleſs there was 
Reaſon to preſume from other Symptoms 
that the ſick Perſon was at the Point of 
Death. 


Ir the Tumour was ſmall, deep, painful, 
and one had Time to endeavour to mollify 
it, we began with the Application of emol 
lient and anodyne Cataplaſms, and as the 
Miſery and Deſertion would not ſuffer us to 

aye Recourſe to choice Progues, we pre- 
pared on the Spot, and applied warm, a Sort 
of Pultice compoſed of Crums of Bread, 
common Water, Oil of Olives, Volk of an 
Egg, or a large Onion roaſted in the Aſhes, 
which we firſt hollowed, and filled with t 
Treacle, Soap, Oil of Scorpions or of Olives; 
ufing morcover, for Perſons of Condition, Ca- 
taplaſms made with Milk, the Crummy Part 
of Bread, Volks of Eggs; or with the Mu- 
eilage of emollient Herbs and Roots. | 
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=. Br as the Diſeaſed of the firſt Claſles 
| periſh often very ſuddenly, even at the Time 
q when we apprehend. ſuch an Accident the 1 
leaſt, we think it not adviſeable in this Caſe * 
to preſcribe ſuch Sort of Applications; but © 
we 
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we onght immediately to prevent the laſt Dan» 
ger; by endeavouring at the opening of the 
Tumour, and to that End we cauſed to be 
applied without Delay, all over the Part a 
Dreſſing with the cauſtick Stone, leaving it 
there for ſome Hours, more or leſs, accor- 
ding to the Depth, Situation, Bulk of the 
Parts, and the Conſtitution fat or lean of 
the Patient; the Eſcarr being made, it muſt 
be opened by Inciſion, without any Delay, 
in order to cxamine the tumified Glands, 
to diſſolye which there ought to be apply'd 
Digeſtiwes, after they have been a little ſca- 
tied; or they ſhould be extirpated if they 
are moveable, and can be removed without 
an; Hemorrhage, which according to our 
Obſervations has been always fatal tho* but 
modetate; And for this Reaſon we have 
thought fit to reject the Method of extirpa- 
ting theſe Tumours, Which was made uſe 
of before we came to this City. The 
Way of opening them immediately by a 
Lancet, altho more ready than that by Cau- 
teries, appears to us in many Caſes infuthci- 
cnt, and Jeſs ſure, as giving but little Light 
to view the Patt, and leaving very often af- 
ter it, Abſceſſes, Fiſtula's or Scirrhous Tu- 
mours. As to Cupping, Glaftcs and Bliſters, 
their Effects ſeem to us flow, uſeleſs, and 
that of the Latter ſometimes dangerous; in 
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certain Subjects their Application has been

Wr have not thought proper to uſe Be, 
the actual or potential Cauteries which are 
employed in our Province, in the caſe of 
common Carbuncles, becauſe, having made 
Trial of them at the Beginning, we obſer- 
ved that they cauſed Inflammations ſo con- 
ſidcrable, that a Gangrene preſently enſued, 
and its Edges became Callous again: The 
Cauſtick Stone ſucceeded not but in ſmall 
Carbuncles, which heal of themſelves, al- 
moſt without any Help. 


Arn having ſcarified theſe Tumours, 
we applicd Pledgets with good Digeſtives, 
as in the Caſe of Bubocs, only with this 
Difference, that we have left out the 
ſuppurating Ingredients : uſing only the

W. E put over the Pledgers, emollieft and 
anodine, or ſpirituous and diſſolving Cata- 
plaſms, as over the Buboes, according to 
the diverſity of Indications. In the Courſe 
of the Dreſſings, the Lotions and Injections 
are, alſo employ ye the ſame as for the Bubocs, 
according to the Exigence, of the Caſe.

WE belicve it will be uſeleſs to give 
every particular of the Method that has 
been followed, and which is ſtill actually 
uſed in the Cure of the diſeaſed of the 
Fifth Claſs, wherewith the Hoſpitals are 


filled; becauſe they being afflicted with no 


other Symptom beſides. the Bubocs and 


Carbuncles ill looked after, or neglected, 
and

und by conſequence, nothing here offers it 
ſelf but the Abſceſſes, Ulcers, Fiſtula's, Scir- 
rhuss, and Callus's, which Negligence, or 
an ill Treatment have left behind them; ſo 
that there is here nothing farther required, 
but to put in Uſe the Method laid down 
above, or to employ the Means practiſed 
in the like Caſes, according to the Rules 
of Art. INI 


WE ſhall remark, in concluding, that 
all the Methods we have here propoſed, 
are not ſo gencral, or conſtant, as to be 
without Exceptions, in reſpect to certain 
particular Caſes, which have fallen under 
our Obſervation during this terrible Sick- 
neſs, and which may funiſh Materials for 
a more exact Account. But what we have 
already delivered may be ſufficient to in- 
ſtruct the young Phyſicians and Surgeons, 
that are employed in attending Infected Per- 
ſons; and at the ſame time, to let the Pub- 
lick know what Opinion ought to be had 
of all thoſe ſingular Methods, and of tho 
pretended Specificks ſo cried up by the Po- 
pulace, and by the Empericks. 2 
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
